Birth has to be the most wonderful thing 
anyone can witness. It's the beginning of life 
for one of earth's creatures and 


of a life without being deeply effected can 
only be a person with no sensitivity at all. 

Death, on the other hand, is about the 
most terrible thing a person сап see and 
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The U.S. Mule (sometimes referred to in polite circles'as the United 
States Mail--but only sometimes) has been at us again. 

I swear, sometimes I know it would be faster by horse. We were 
mailed some advertising material from Tampa. That's at least 250 
miles away. 

Now, I'm no cowboy, but I figure a horse could do at least 50 miles 
a day, without pushing too much. So by horseback let's say it 
would take about five days to make it from here to Tampa. 
Now,we received this advertising сору last Friday, the 15th. The 
post mark on it was the fifth. That's about twice as long as it would 
take a horse. 

It hadn't been missent to any place. It had the proper postage on 
it. Unforturtately it had a check in it for us we are unable to use 
because the insertion date for the advertisement was the Thursday 
before the Friday we received it. 

We called the local office to complain and they said they would be 
right over. We're still waiting on that one. 

This was on top of a really good one the post office pulled last 
week. It sent all of our local Belle Glade Heralds to Fort 
Lauderdale first before delivering them locally. 

We had had about two dozen calls late Thursday about people nv. 
receiving their newspapers. Finally, I called one subscriber who 
had complained the week before and who I had personally seen to 
it that their paper got into the outgoing mail bags. When he said he 
hadn't received his paper either, Æ called the post office. 

They were “just about to call” me on that one. It seems as if the 
truck driver from Fort Lauderdale had decided our bags should 
visit his fair city. 

And since we hadn't rung the bell out back of the post office it was 
"our mistake" the mail got missent. 

Of course, this didn't take into consideration we had called the 
post office less than 30 minutes before we delivered the papers and 
told them we were going to do everything in our power to get them 
down there before closing at 6 p.m. 

Of course, if the Fort Lauderdale truck driver had taken time to 
read the labels on the bag he would have readily discovered they 
couldn't possibly have been for Fort Lauderdale. It strikes me as 
ironic--and just a little pettish on the post office's part--that I have 
been called here several times to come down and identify a 
mailbag's contents because the label had slipped off the outside. 
Apparently they only pay attention to the label when it isn't there 
and it gives them a chance to harrass the customer. 

We probably wouldn't have said anything about it if one of our 
customers hadn't told us the post office was placing-the full blame 
for their fiasco on us. 


as But then, blaming other people besides themselves seems to be the 


rule rather than the exception at the local post office these days. The 
banks have become a whipping boy for them as well They are 
being blamed for a lot of mail leaving Belle Glade a day late 
because they don't change their postage meters to the next day for 
mail being delivered after 5:40 p.m. 

Wearen't the only business to be told that song and dance. Other 
businesses are being informed of the banks’ “lack of.cooperation". 

Instead of a horse, maybe wé could use boats like we did in the old 
days. From what I've been told by old timers around here mail 
service was a lot faster back then.. Of course, that could be damning 
with faint praise. We have had mail take three months to reach the 
coast from here and the other way around. 

I for one am not looking forward to the 10 cent stamp. 


It is disgusting. There is no other word for it. 
This fiscal year we will ship more wheat to the, mid-east oil 
countries than we ever have.

Giles said county transporta- 
tion, possibly Lift Line here in 
the Glades, will be offered in 
participants at no charge. 

"The only requirement" Giles 


said, "is that the person be 60 
years of age. What hurts 
most programs of this sort is 
the stigma of welfare. We're 
trying to do away with the 
stigma by collecting donations 
Írom anyone who cares to pay 
for all or part of each day's 
meal." 

Besides serving the partici- 
pants meals, Mrs. Cross said a 
program aimed at the senior 
citizens’ needs will also be 
presented each day. 

"Anyone who wants to 
participate in the program," 
she said, "can apply at Trailer 


5 at the County Health 
Department on Northwest 
Tenth Street.” 


Giles said the project is being 
funded by a mixture of Title 
VII federal funds as part of the 
Older Americans Act, match- 
ing funds being put up by the 
county commission and State 
Division of Aging funds. 

Giles said approximately 715 
elderly persons will be fed 
through the project per day 
throughout the county,” and 
then after four or five months, 
we'll reassess things to see 
how we're doing.”

Well, yes probably if all you 

haye is a bamboo pole with a line and hook. 

But don't worry, these perch are only found 

in the Nile river in Egypt, some of them 

really and truly running up to 300 pounds.

„ "Super Bass?" That may well become 

common sometime in the future if the 
experiments in Texas promise anything. 


Almost 42 years ago George W. Perry.set a 
freshwater record by pulling in a 22 pound 4 
ounce largemouth bass. Since then other 
anglers have tried in vain to bread his 
record but it seemed impossible-until the not 
so distant past that i 

Yep. Florida may just well become second 
rate as far as bass fishing goes, or even thrid 

"^ rate if California's fish stories are ture. 

It's well known that Florida largemouth 
bass are usually bigger than the northern 
bass because the warm climate gives them 
more time to eat and gain weight. 

Florida bass don't ever stop growing 
either, as in the case of the Texas bass, a 
breed of northern largemouth bass. 

Robert Kemp, director of the Fish and 
Wildlife Division of the Texas Parks got the 
idea of erossing the Texas bass with the 
Florida bass. 

From what I hear, the results are 
promising, with the recent offspring of the 
fish reported to be “feisty and full of thrash” 
with mouth already large. 

Private lakes were cleaned and specially 
equipped for the specimens and if all goes 
well, within the next 20 years a lot of 20 
pound bass will be lurking around for Texan

Meo more exciting are the large 
buss-none other than Florida largemouth- 
swimming around in the lakes in Southern 
California. £ 


Back in 1959 a group of San Diego 


sportsmen eyed the large bass in the warm 


waters of Florida and decided to transport 
some of. them to California. Nothing 
happened until 1966 when catches showed a 
startling increase in the size of the bass. 

From there on it was uphill for the 
fishermen. Although Perry's record has not 
been officially broken yet, it might be in the 
near future. 

Dave Zimmerlee of California has officially 
come the closest to breaking the record. His 
catch came to 20 pounds 15 ounees, only a 
pound and 5 ounces short of the world 
record. 

There have been two other bass which may 
have broken th» record but there was no 
way of weighing them accurately. However, 
it is common belief among local anglers that 
there are largemouth bas hiding in the lakes 
which could weigh pp to 25 pounds.

A Yes. during periods of wet 
weather, many problems occur 
on A wide variety of plants 
around the home. Homeowners

severe disease is present, 
When most often a simple 
Physiological ailment is respon- 
sible for the unusual growth 
patterns. 


The problems that shows up 
most often following periods of 
heavy rainfall or in situations 
where irrigation is {оо 
frequent, is know as EDEMA. 
This condition shows up as a 
corky-like pustules or warty. 
like growth on the botton side 
of the leaves, especially on 
older leaves. The raised, corky 
tissue will be fairly conspic- 
uous "and often grouped 
together, covering much of the 
back side of these older leaves. 

d watering and fertilizing 
pr will usually control 
this situation. 


Bark splitting and peeling may 
be notices on many plants such 
аз citrus trees, Norfolk Island 
Pines, Palms and other plants. 
This condition often develops 
during periods of wet weather 
following periods in which 
rainfall has been below normal. 
It is more likely to show on 
trees which have. been 
fertilized well and are in га 
good strong growing condition 
than on plants which have been 
undernourished. 


Plant wilt many times will 
show up following periods of 
extremely heavy rainfall, This 
condition is more likely to be 
noticed on tender. succulent 
plants such as poinsettia, 
avacodo, papaya, and hibiscus. 
Ц is brought on by excessi 
* water being in contact with the 
tem for long periods of 
using suffocation of the 
wder roots. As soon as 
t is exposed to periods 
of dry weather following ‘these 
wet weather periods, the 
Plants will quickly wilt, drop 
many leaves and occasionally 
some of the weaker plants will 
die. 


The best correction for this 
condition is to fertilize lightly 
and frequently to encourage 
rapid new root development. A 
light pruning is often suggest- 
ed to decrease young tender 
leaves and stems to compen 
sate for damage to the root 
system, 


The same “wet weather” 
problems can be brought on by 
too frequent waterings which 
do not allow the ground to dry

Burglary is the most common cme in America. 
Therefore it's important that everyone safeguard his 
home or apartment. There are a number of devices 
available that can help deter burglars. 

The most important of these devices are locks, 
Expets say that most locks provide little protection 
because the'can be picked or jirgmied (forced) easily. 
Locks with deadlatches or deadbolts, however, provide 
good protection because these features make a 
burglar's task more difficult. If there is a window in 
or near the door, use a door lock that can be opened 
only with a key.from both inside and out. Otherwise, 
the burglar could break the glass, reach inside and 
open the lock. y 

The most likely time for a burglar to strike is when 
your home is empty. You can give it that "lived-in" 
look by using inexpensive liming devices that turn 
houselights on and off at various time. of the night.
